The New York bolting delegation will 
be here Saturday, and will make a contest 
for admission as the regular delegation to 
the convention from New “York. The 
regular delegation, however, does not recog- 
nize them, and will take no notice whatever 
of their presence. Indeed, they will make 
no defense whatever before the committee 
on credentials. Of course, the bolters stand 
no chance of recognition by the convention, 
other than to be heard by the committee 
on credentials, and a report from that com- 
mittee to the convention declaring that they 
have no title to the seats they contest for. 
But it is expected that a few Cleveland 
enthusiasts in the convention will vote to 
admit them. The action of the bolters, it 
is believed, will injure Cleveland’s chances. 

The Shouting Business Provided For. 

Up to date, it has been admitted that 
the enthusiasm of the convention would-be 
for Cleveland. Far from it. On Sunday 
afternoon a delegation of 1,200 Hill shout- 
ers, from New York, will reach here. They 
will begin yelling for Hill from the time 
they leave the train, and will not stop until 
after the nomination is made. Thus, if en- 
thusiasm counts for anything, it will tell in 
Mr. Hill’s contest for the nomination. 

Commencing Monday, the chances are that 
Chicago will be a perfect bedlam of brass 
bands and Comanche yells. The Cleve 
land people are going to bring out several 
thousand yellers from New York. The 
Boies boomers will have five or six thon- 
sand from Iowa, and Falmer and Bill 
Morrison are attempting to muster an army 
from this state. Gorman will also be in 
it among the shouters. About twelve hun- 
dred Maryland democrats ate expected to- 
morrow to illuminate the atmosphere with 
Gorman yells. 

The Situation at Present. 

But to the situation as it is tonight. 
Cleveland appears to have at least 500 
votes, and his friends believe that he will 
get the balance needed. On the other hand, 
the friends of Senator Hill do not believe 
that Mr. Cleveland can ever get sufficient 
votes to nominate. The programme of the 
anti-Cleveland men is to get as many can- 
didates in the field as possible. They in- 
tend to work the favorite-son plan for 
all it is worth. The idea is 
to have,besides Cleveland and Hill, as many 
other candidates before the convention 
as it is possible to bring out. They are 
counting on Boies, Palmer, Carlisle, Morri- 
son, Gorman, Pattison, Campbell and Rus- 
sell, of Massachusetts. With that field of 
candidates they declare that Mr. Cleveland 
cannot get it on the first or second ballots, 
and after that he will be taken out of the 
race and the contest will be between the 
others. : ° 

How the Vote Is Likely to Divide. 

In the event of such a situation the 
Cleveland men would divide up between 
Gorman, Morrison and Boies. The east- 
ern and southern vote would perhaps go 
almost solidly for Gorman, while the 
western vote would be divided between 
Boies and Palmer. The Cleveland lead- 
ers would prefer Gorman to any other east- 
ern man, but would prefer to go to a west- 
erner. . However, the great fight and the 
most interesting one of the convention will 
be on the first ballot. 

The ques*ion is whether a stampede to 
Cleveland can be prevented when it is 
seen that he has within less than a hun- 
dred of the necessary two-thirds vote of 
the convention on the first ballot: If a field 
of candidates is brought out Mr. Cleveland 
can be defeated, but .f Cleveland, Hill and 
Boies are the only names presented to the 
convention, then the chances will be in 
favor of Mr. Cleveland. The anti-Cleve- 
land men here are already quite confident, 
however, that the names of Palmer, Patti- 
son, Campbell, Gorman and others will be 
presented. 

In that event Mr. Cleveland’s nomination 
can be prevented. EK. W. B.

OHIO BACKSET 


Has Spread Consternation in the Cleve- 
land Ranks, 


AND THEY TALK OF NUMEROUS BALLOTS 


The Delegation from Arkansas Un- 
instructed for a Purpose. 


SENATORS SET OUT FOR CHICAGO. 


The Political Gossip at the Capital All 
Goes One Way, and That Is in ~ 
the Direction of Chicago, 


Washington, June 16.—(Special.)—The 
tone of the political talk to be heard about 
the house today was pro-Vleveland. 

There was a feeling prevalent that, per- 
haps, after all, Cleveland’s nomination 
was not as much of a foregone conclusion 
as his shouters regarded it. 

It was pretty generally agreed that it 
would take more than one ballot to settle 
the contest. Even enthusiastic Cleveland 
men were not claiming that the ex-pres- 
ident would be nominated before the roll 
call was completed the first time, while 
the anti-Cleveland men took the view: that 
there would be a prolonged and heated 
fight, ending in Cleveland’s defeat. 


The Ohio Votes. 

The change in sentiment was, no doubt, 
largely due to the result in Ohio yester- 
day. It was felt that the Cleveland men 
there had got decidedly the worst of it. 
Certainly they had not made good thé 
claims made before the convention, end 
not even got as much as the opposition 
had been inclined to concede them. 
Another thing that made the Cleveland 
people very uncomfortable was the uction 
of Arkansas in sending an uninstructed 
delegation to Chicago, despite the fact 
that the Cleveland people have so conti- 
dently heralded throughout the land that 
their man is bound to win on the first 
baliot. iix-Congressman Kpgers is at 
fhe head of the Arkansas delegation. He 
was here a short time ago. He said then 
that he was trying to head his state's del- 
egation, and also that he would not vote 
for Cleveland. ‘The simple fact is, as 
definitely demonstrated here tonight, that 
the Cleveland delegates at Chicagu cu) vot 
possibly exceed 450 in number, “nd that 
it will be a positive impossibility for 
Cleveland ever to secure the two-thirds 
majority requisite for his nomination. 
The probability is that the Cleveland total 
will be nearer 400 than 450, and that the 
delegates in fayor of Senator Hill will be 
found to be much nearer that number 
than any Cleveland man has yet allowed 
himself to suspect. 

As to the Situation. 

As Colonel Fellows said today, when 
the delegates meet at Chicago they will 
calmly and rationally consult together as 
to the situation, and will decide deliber- 
ately as to the best ticket with which 
to oppose the common enemy. ‘rhe rep- 
resentative democrats of this country as- 
sembled at Chicago to devise the means 
and methods for wresting the ‘ational 
government from the hands of the re- 
publican party, will not he stampeded by 
any sentimental enthusiasm for a man 
whose leadership has resulted only in de- 
feat. 

On the Way to Chicago. 

There was a most formidable’ array of 
empty seats in the senate and house today, 
and it was evident that the hegira to Chi- 
cago had begun. Some of the senators and 
representatives have already started from 
Washington for the convention. Some will 
leave Washington tonight and tomorrow, 
and many others will remain here until al- 
most the last moment—Saturday evening.

They Are Against Mugwamps. 
“They don’t understand that opposition 
to Cleveland is based upon an ‘idea, a senti- 
ment, which has become as fixed and ab- 
solute as a principle. The idea is the dis- 
like of mugwumps. It matters not whether 
he be a republican mugwump, like some of 
the editors in New York, or a democratic 
mugwump, like ex-Secretary Fairchild, or 
ex-Mayor Grace, the democrats dislike 
them all, and all their followers, aiders and 


abettors, with a bitterness far exceeding. 


any possible ill will which they entertain 
towards their republican opponents, for 
the reason that the latter are open and 
manly antagonists, while the mugwump, 
pretending to ‘be a friend, slips his stiletto 
into your back while you are opposing the 
common enemy.”

was ex-Senator Thomas € tt,and had the 
combination been successfah, the whole elec- 
tion machinery of that great democratic 
stronghold would have been turned over to 
the republican party, and not only would 
that election machinery, now controlled by 
the democratic regular organization be in 
the control of the republican party, but that 
same party would absolutely control if in 
this presidential election. As the people 
and understand various other acts

In addition to 
this is the fact that the rank and file of the 
democracy of New York state believes in 
organization, because they have become con-

ing to go before the country as the repre 
sentative of the body of bolters, and no 
work that the party leaders in the state 
might do would, in ‘my opinion, convince

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A WORD IN TIME 


May Save the Democracy from a Big 
Mistake. 


UNDERESTIMATING THE OPPOSITION 


Is Not the Way to Win Democratic 
Saccess in November. 


HE WILL POLL THE FULL VOTE, 


And the Democrats Will Have to Hus- 
band Every Resource if They Want 
to Defeat the Republican Hosts.

Washington, June 16.—(Special.)—It is 
only superficial observers who dispose of 
President Harrison with the off-hand re- 
mark that he is an easy man to defeat. 
General Harrison is a very considerable 
president, and a first-class politician. A 
united democracy suffered defeat at his 
hands in 1888, and it will take the Novem- 
ber election to decide whether he has lost 
his héld on his party and the people. Is it 
likely that he can ‘be defeated by any 
democrat? If so, what democrat? 

How the States Stand. 

There have been six presidential elections 
since the war and reconstruction. In 1868 
and 1872 the south was divided, in 1876 
it was democratic, except South Carolina, 
and in 1880, 1884 and 1888 it was entirely 
democratic. Of the other states, New 
York, New Jersey and Oregon were demo- 
cratic in 1868; none in 1872;' Connecticut, 
New: York, New Jersey and Indiana, in 


1876; New Jersey, Nevada and California, . 


all but one vote, in 1880; Connecticut, 
New York, New. Jersey and Indiana, in 
1884, and Connecticut and New Jersey in 
1888. 

California and Nevada were switched off 
in 1880 by the forged letter on Chinese 
labor charged to Garfield, but these states, 
as well as Oregon—which has just voted— 
are reliably republican. 

The Election of 1884. 

In 1884 Cleveland carried the sixteen 
southern states, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey and Indiana giving him 219 
out of 401 electoral votes, Blaine getting 
182. Leaving out New York’s thirty-six 
votes, Cleveland had 183 votes and Blaine 
182 votes. While New York settled the 
matter, Cleveland, without New York, had 
quite « margin, having eighteen votes more 
than a majority.

226 votes, or three more than a majority. 
New York is just as essential to demo- 
cratic success now as it has been in every 
presidential election since the war, but, for 
the first time, the republicans have a fair 
prospect of winning the fight with New 
York against them.

TQ MURDER THE CAPTAIN. 


The Peril of a Vessel Manned by Mutinous 
Sallors. 


Savannah, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—The 
News prints an interesting story of mutiny 
at sed. The bark, Ormus, of Philadelphia, 
Captain Robert Wiltbank, is in port after 
& severe experience with storms and a mt- 
tinous crew. The Ormus sailed from Mo- 
bile May 14th with a cargo of lumber for 
QJuecnstown for orders. The vessel ex- 

erienced heavy weather in the Gulf of 
Mexico and the straits of Florida. On the 
fourth day out the ship sprang a leak. The 
windmill pump was started on Mat 25th. 
In the straits of Florida, with the wind 
blowing a gale, the a broke and the 
captain was compelled to order the men to 
the pumps. Three of them refused to go 
aud were mutinous throughout the passage. 

Fm the 25th to the 29th the winds were 
variable and baffling. The vessel finally 
drifted on the Little Bahama banks, and 
anchored off Memory Rock. She had la- 
bored very heavily in the previous heavy 
weather, which caused the leak to increase, 
and on anchoring there were ten feet of wa- 
ter in the hold. The vessel rode at an- 
chor for nine days, until June 7th, dur- 


ing which time she was visited several times. 


by wreckers, but their assistance was re- 
fused owing to the exorbitant terms. The 
vessel had by this time been pumped out 
by the crew. She again got under way 
and proceeded for a port of refuge. 

The captain and the few men of the 
crew who turned to displayed a good deal 
of patience and good seamanship bringing 
the vessel to port in the condition she was 
in and especially as they were handicapped 
by three of th2 crew who had refused to 
do duty. While the vessel was being made 
fast to the dock Joseph Burnett, one of the 
recalcitrants, escap over the side and 
deserted. ‘The other two, Charles Mat- 
tock end James Flood were up in the fore- 
castle and a watch was placed on deck. 
In some way they also got out and desert- 
ed. While at Venus Point on Monday 
afternoon James Flood, one of the muti- 
neers, made the following startling state 
ment, which he signed: 

James Flood, seaman on board bark 
Ormus, do solemnly declare and say that we, 
Charles Mattock, Joseph Burnett and myself 
did conspire together to kill Captain Wilt- 
bank and Mr. With, the mate, and to throw the 
steward overboard, also to take charge of the 
vessel. Mattock said he could navigate the 
vessel. I further aay that Charles Mattock 
was the main mover in the matter, backed up 
by Joseph Burnett, and that they induced me 
to join them,@and we tried to get the second 
mate, steward and Frans Ghesselle to join 
us, and after we found that Frans did not 
want to jofn us we —e him to try and 
compel him to join us. oined because I 
was afraid if I did not that Mattock and Bur. 
nett would kill me, I fiirther declare that all 
the trouble and disturbance that has taken 
place on board the vessel was caused by Mat- 
tock and Burnett and not through and fault 
of the captain or officers. I make this declara- 
tion freely, feeling that I have done wrong 
and feeling sorry for it. 

The statement is recorded in the log 
book and was witnessed by several of the 
crew. The deserting mutineers, it is claim- 
ed, were shipped on board a bark which 
sailed yesterday. The Norwegian bark, 
Peabody, sailed yesterday morning for Lon- 
don and it is hardly probable that they 
went on her, as she had her full comple- 


ment of men.

INTERNATIONAL TYPOGRAPHIGAL UNION. 


The Day Devoted to the Report of the Com- 
mittee on Laws. 


Philadelphia, June 16.—After.a day given up 
to excursions the session of the International 
Typographical union was resumed this morn- 
ing. The report of the committee on laws 
was taken up. The first six sections of the 
article on standing orders were passed without 
trouble, among them being the following: 

“Section 4. The executive council is author- 
ized and instructed to prepare a suitable design 
as a union label to be used on all printed mat- 
ter where it is desired by the publisher and 
also to regulate the use of the same. 

“Sec. 3. asnternational officers are authorized 
to pay assessments of the American Federation 
of Labor as they fall due. 

“Sec. 6. International officers are empowered 
to appoint a committee to preserve the integ- 
rity of the-type-setting clause of the interna- 
tional copyright laws; and are also required 
to ascertain the number of the compositors 
employed, houts of work, price of composi- 
tion and other data in the publishing houses 
of New York, Boston, Philadelphia aud Chica- 
g0.”’ 

The first objection was made when section

er be authorized to expend, not to exceed, $200

COMPLAINED OF DISCRIMINATION. 


Cincinnati Whisky Dealers Granted a Re- 
atraining Order. 


Cincinnati, June 16.—A suit with great pos- 
sibilities in its outcome was filed yesterday in 
the common pleas court by W. W. Johnson & 
Co., R. H. Kinston & Co., and one or two 
other firms engaged in the sale of whisky. It 
is to restrain the Queen and Crescent and 
Louisville and Nashville railroad companies 
from carrying into effect the new rates of 
freight on whisky to the south. The com- 
lainants allege that the discrimination against 
Nncinnati and in favor of New York is so 
great that it will ruin their whisky trade in 
the south utterly. They opened a table of 
rates to various southern points, which shows 
that while the rates from Cincinnati are in- 
creased from 28 and cent at the lowest to 90 
er cent at the highest point, those from New 

ork are increased at the range of only 4 1-2 
to 7 1-2 per cent. The case is a claim made 
by complainants that corporations holding a 
franchise as common carriers cannot delegate 
to another association the duty of fixing rates 
and that such delegation of power is in con- 
tradiction of the interstate commerce law. 
If this point is upheld by the court, it will 

ut an end to the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association which fixed these rate 
The temporary restraining order was granted. 


Captain W.M. Hammond May Run. 

_ Albany, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—Judge C. 
B. Wooten, further than his large influence 
and extended popularity, is no longer a factor 
in the congressional race from the second dis- 
trict. For some time Judge Wooten’s health 
has been such as to prevent him from making 
an active campaign.

Following this up 
an enthusiastic meeting of the ougherty 
County Democratic Club was held tonight 
when it was unanimously decided to ask Cap- 
tain William M. Hammond, of Thomas county, 
to make the race for the straightout demo- 
crats.

A Colored Woman of Richmond Gains Her 
Suit in the Courts. 


Richmond, Va., June 16.—By a decision of 
the supreme court today a colored woman, 
who is a resident of Kichmond, becomes in 

ossession of an estate valued at about two 
mee thousangy dollars. Her father, W. 
Thomas, who is a white man, died in 1589, at 
the home of this daughter and left no will. 
Relatives of the deceased, as well as Bettie, 
engaged some of the ablest legal talent of the 
state and sought to obtain possession of the 
property. The chancery court decided in 
favor of Bettie and the supreme court af- 
firms the decision. The evidence showed 
that Thomas had nothing to do with his white 
relatives for years; that he has been living at 
the home of his colored daughter, whom he 
had always: acknowledged and that it was 
his intention to amply proyide for her at his 
death. This decision gives the heirs at law 
the real estate and cash in bank amounting 
to almost thirty-five thousand dollars, leaving 
to Bettie Lewis in mortgages, bonds and ne- 
gotiable notes an estate with accrued interest 
amounting to $200,000

Lay aside any new novel, and 
resolve to read it two years from now, 
and you will find when the time rolls 
around that 1t is forgotten. It was not 
so with the stories of Dickens and Thack- 
eray, and yet the critics ‘Will tell you that 
novel-reading is a finer art now than it 
was in the day of those two great story 
tellers. 

Never mind the critics—the man who 
has not read more than half a dozen 
novels of this generation has not missed 


much. 


The Shrewd Negro Delegates. 

Judge Alfred Moore, of Chicago, one of 
the leaders of the Blaine contingent, 
pourcetis troubles into the open ears of 
a reporter of The St. Paul Globe before 
he returned to the bosom of his family. 

The judge was a Blaine hustler, and 
he had been sent to Minneapolis by an 
enthusiastic constituency to secure the 
nomination of the Maine statesman. Hav- 
ing failed to accomplish this, the judge 
naturally felt disgruntled, and he talked 
with entire freedom, giving an interesting 
and an instructive description of the way 
the negro delegates from the south are 
employed to nominate presidential candi- 
dates for the republican party. 

Judge Moore explained to ‘The Globe 
reporter that the Blaine contingent went 
to Minneapolis “pretty well stocked with 
coin,” for they were “pretty well aware 
of the power it has with the colored del- 
egates from the south.” The judge end 
his friends thought they were getting 
along smflingty, for they had “won ond 
persuaded” enough of “those black men” 
to nominate Blaine. 

But right there came the rub. The 
friends of Harrison—the federal office 
holders and the rest—“bought back every 
black man” the Blaine men had bought, 
“and more too, for when some of the cele 
gates were offered $250 they laughed in 
derision. It was too small. The feral 
officials were paying more money than 
that for colored votes.” 

This shows beyond all question how the 
republicans got their candidate. ‘The del- 
egates that hold the balance of power— 
the negro delegates from the south—were 
bought and paid for. They were beught 
first by the Blaine crowd, and then they 
sold out again to the Harrison crowd. 

Who will say, after this, that ‘he color- 
ed brother is not proving that a useful 
citizen he is?

The World has a fine staff of writers, 
but it is generous enough to say: 

Though Shakespeare could not paint a lily 
there are graphite artists in Georgia who can, 
to judge from these presents. And it is a 
pleasure to know that the ladies in question 
are newspaper women, or “lady journalists,”’ 
as they are called in the Georgia vernacular. 
In view of these tributes can there be any 
further dispute of the success of the fair sex 
in what was until recently exclusively a man’s 
profession? 

When it comes to slinging English, and 
transferring life-like word-pictures to 
paper with the rapidity of a kodak, we 
have a legion of writers down here in the 
land of cotton who deserve to stand at 
the head of the procession. Our rhetoric 
may smack of the tropics, but it makes 
the printed page fairly glow and ;ulse, 
and people like that sort of thing the 
worid over, even in the frigid north. The 
“lady journalists” in Georgia may 
sharpen their pencils and follow the bent 
of their own sweet fancies. They are 
easily able to hold their own in the adjoin- 
ing fields of journalism and literature. 


The Food of Freedom. 

It is said that those who are trying to 
cultivate a taste for Indian corn among 
the people of Europe are suc ceding fairly 
well. The Boston Herald states that 
thirteen mills have been pt in operation 
for grinding corn in Germany, 27d some 
of them have been forced to wor ni;zht 
and day to fill their orders. Other mills 
are building, and in some of “he large 
German. cities half the bakars are sehing 
maize-rye bread, composed of one part 
of corn to two parts of rye meal. It is 
a queer combination, but if it will aid the 
poor people of Europe to appreciate corn 
bread and other products of corn meal, 
a good work will be accomplisued, not 
only for the working classes iu foreign 
countries, but for the corn-growers of the 
United States. 

Those who have seen specimens of the 
sour, soggy black bread on whicb the 
peasants and poorer classes of Eurcpe 
live find it hard to understand how there 
can be any difficulty in introducing ccrn- 
bread and the dozen delightful dishes 
that can be made from corm nual. Yet 
habit and prejudice strike decp; they go 
to the bone. The people of iSuropne have 
an idea that corn meal is a food only for 
cattle, and on this side the people would 
have to be in the last stages of starvaticn 
before they could be induced to eat rye 
bread, which is black, coarse and unwhol- 
some. 

We have little doubt that the character 
and condition of the common people of 
Europe are the natural result of nawiole- 
some and innutritious food: A family 
which is compelled to scuttie around and 
work hard for a groat’s worth of rye 
bread can have little disposition to Think 
or care about liberty. A generation fed 
on rye bread can know nothing of the 
aspirations that lead to freedom. 

Corn meal has fed the tissues of liberty 
and made them strong in the people of 
this country. The Indians, who ted on 
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crowded to the Wall, but the love of fb- 
erty is still theirs. ‘the Puritans, who 
came over here to escape religious per- 
secution, began to feel about for their lib- 
erties as soon as they got a taste of the 
hoe-cake. The Virginians who came hither 
to stake off plantations and to serve their 
king looked askance at the throne as soon 
as they began to feed on corn-pone and 
cracklin’ bread. The citizens of -vlecklen- 
burg were full of dumplin’s when they 
signed the declaration of tndependence, 
and both Patif<tlenry and ‘Thomas Jef- 
ferson had a weakness for ash-cake and 
buttermilk. 

If the crowned heads of Europe were 
fully aware of the dynamic force vf corn 
meal, they would lay an embargo «n this 
food and keep it out of their dominions. 
American corn and pork are sure to cre- 
ate a successful revolution abroad. Men 
who eat hog and hominy, hoe-cake and 
dumplings, are sure to make life ,1lsera- 
ble for kings and queens, emperors and 
empresses. 


The Launching of the El Norte. 

At 1 o’clock on Tuesday the iron steam- 
ship El Norte, which is said to be the 
largest ever built in America, was launch- 
ed at the yards of the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company. 
This ship with two others built at New- 
port News, and one built at Cramps’s yard 
iii Philadelphia form an important addi- 
tion to our merchant marine, but the fact 
which is of especial interest in this latl- 
tude, while we are talking about direct 
trade, is that the largest shipbuilding 
establishment on this side of the water 
is that at Newport News, and the most 
important work yet done for the reha bil- 
itation of American shipping was ¢xe- 
cuted in this old Virginia port, which the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroad, now one 
of the most powerful of cross-country 
systems, is bending its energies to de 
velop. 

A brief account of the building of these 
four great vessels for the Morgan line 

_will be interesting. A correspondent of 
The New York Sun gives the following 
information: 

El Norte is an iron vessel and is one of four 
steamships, the largest merchant vessels ever 
constructed in American shipyards They 
are the Morgan line of steamships. El Norte 
will be used to carry freight between New 
York and New Orleans in connection with the 
Southern Steamship Company. 

The first of the tieet, El Sol, was launched 
in PI iladelphia, at Cramp’s, a year ago, and 
is now in service. The second, El Sud, was 
launched here on March 16th last, and, will 
put to sea on her trial trip in a few weeks. 
Bl Norte is the third, and the fourth, El Rio, 
is on the stocks here now. 

These four ships make a strong addition to 
the American merthant marine, and will prove 
of good service as cruisers of transports in 
case of war. The government board of en- 
gineers who examined El Norte with regard to 
fitness for such service made a very favorable 
report to the navy department. 

El Norte is 406 feet long, forty-eight feet 
beam, 33.9 deep. She has iron decks, capable 
of bearing cannon, and there are five ports on 
each side of the ship which could be fitted 
for six-inch’ rifles. El Norte carries 1,000 tons 
of coal in her bunkers, and is fitted out with 
a powder magazine. It is estimated that in 
ease she should be needed as a transport she 
could easily carry 3,000 men. Her speed 
ought to be about sixteen knots an hour, as 
her sister ship, El Sud, averaged 16 1-3 knots 
on a recent trip fom New Orleans. 

The cost of El Norte will be $560,000. She 
is finely fitted, and it is hoped that by secur- 
ing comfort for the crew she will attract the 
best class of seamen. These vessels were de- 
signed by Horace Sge, who is the superin- 
tendent of construction for the company. They 
are the first vessels launched at Newport 
News, with the exception of two tugs, the 
Dorothy and El Toro, which were built last 
year. Many persons came to witness the 
launch from New York, Pl@adelphia, Washing- 
ton and Richmond. 

This shipbuilding enterprise is mainly 
the work of Mr. C. P. Huntington, the 
great railroad magnate, who has invested 
millions at Newport News. While the 
banquet in honor of the launching of the 
El Norte was in progress, a telegram was 
received from Mr. Huntington. Among 
other things he said: 

I have always believed in a great future for 
our commercial marine, and I never was more 
convinced of it than I am today, when the 
general sentiment of all our people approves 

_of an administration policy that encourages 
the establishment of great industries all over 
our broad land without distinction of section. 
I am much gratified, not only to see the south 
taking strong steps forward in this direction, 
but to be myself a factor in the progress, and 
Il am especially pleased that the old state of 
Virginia has something to say about it. 

While there may be a difference of opin- 
ion with regard to the policy of subsidies, 
the southern people do feel a lively ‘ntep 
est in every such development, ard they 
appreciate the work Mr. Huntington has 
done in this direction. It might be a rev- 
elation to him to come south and see some 
of the developments which have takcn 
place here without the aid of subsidy and 
under difcouraging circumstances. It 
would not take much of a prophet tuo rre- 
dict that if Mr. Huntington’s shipysids 
continue open, the direct trade move- 
ment now on foot in the south and west 
will give these shipbuilders work vf even 
greater magnitude than any they have 
yet undertaken.

W. L. Thomas, a white man of Pittsylvania, 
Va., was the common-law husband of a black 
woman. The issue of the union was two 
daughters, Bettie and Fannie, the latter of 
whom died. Bettie married a Massachusetts 
negro, who is now a druggist in Richmond. 

Thomas died three years ago, leaving an 
estate valued at $250,000. Cousins of the 
deceased, as heirs-at-law, claimed the property 
as against Bettie Lewis, the daughter, whom 
they asserted was an illegitimate child, be- 
cause of the common-law marriage. 

There has been three years of litigation, 
and the court of appeals has finally decided 
that the cousins are not the legal heirs, and 
that Bettie Lewis is. This is, no doubt, good 
law, and it is certainly good sense and simple 
justice. 

We congratulate Bettie, and only wish the 
estate were larger, so that the rebuke to the 
grabbing white relations might be all the 
more emphatic. | 

An important point established by this case 
is the fact that it is possible for a negro to 
get justice in a southern court. It will, no 
doubt, be asserted during the campaign that 
such a thing is out of the question.

|NOT NECESSARY TO BE SKILLFUL 


But They Must Present a Good Appear- 
ance—The Positions Seem to 
Be Hereditary. 


London, June 12.—For several centuries the 
Spaniards had the reputation of being the 
most skillful diplomatists, and after Spain had 
fallen to be a third-rate power, the French 
and Austrians in turn claimed the supremacy 
in this particular branch of statecraft. In 
our own time the Russians have got the credit 
of excelling all other nations in dealing with 
foreign affairs. A Russian diplomatist is pop- 
ularly supposed to be a happy combination of 
Machiavelli and Mephistopheles, before whose 
wily arts mere ordinary astuteness is of no 
avail. The British have never made any 
pretension to this kind of superiority. They 
are rather proud of declaring that diplomacy 
is “‘a game they do not understand,’’ and the 
reputation of stupidity which they have every- 
where abroad, is not at all displeasing to 
them. The fact is, in this, as in many other 
matters, foreigners are greatly misled by the 
externals of English character. They mis- 
take self-control for dullness and blunt hon- 
esty for simplicity; and they do not realize 
the tenacity of purpose that is ingrained in 
the polished, easy-going, open-hearted, free- 
living but eminently respectable noblemen 
and gentlemen who represent the empress- 
queen abroad. Looking at the results of all 
the diplomacy for hundreds of years back, 
no one can say that the British 
are inferior to their neighbors. 
The always get the lion’s share 
of the benefits of every treaty; and very often 
when they seem to have been outwitted by 
some brilliant stroke of foreign diplomacy, 
they have, in reality, gained an overwhelm- 
ing advantage which was aot foreseen at all. 
Their supposed guilelegsness is a good deal 
like that of the hethen Chinee; with the 
difference that they are well uble to hold by 
force what they gain by skill. How else has 
,it come «bout that the territory, trade and 
weaith of the British empire have increased, 
and are constantly increasing, out of all pro- 
portion to those other nations? British diplo- 
matists may be slow and heavy, but that they 
are successful, all history witnesses. This is 
due in a great measure to the class of men 
who are chosen for diplomatic duty, and 
partly to the peculiar system which has long 
prevailed at the British foreign office. 

* Are Highly Trained. 

No branch of the public service is so highly 
trained as the diplomatic branch, It is pot 
so much a service as a profession. The men 
who devote their lives to it are specially edu- 
cated to it from childhood. In many instances 
their calling is hereditary. They are ambaasa- 
dors from generation to generation. Whole 
families belong to the foreign office, just as 
others are naval families or military families. 
Take, for example, Sir Fdward Malet, British 
ambassador at Berlin. He is the son of Sir 
Alexander Malet, British minister at Frank- 
fort, and was born at the British embassy at 
The Hague in 1837, the year of the queen’s 
accession. He was educated at Eton and Ox- 
ford expressly for a diplomatic career, and 
when barely seventeen was appointed attache 
at Frankfort. Since then he has gone through 
every grade of the service at Brussels, Rio de 
Janeiro, Washington, Lisbon, Constantinople, 
Paris, Pekin, Athens, Rome, Constantinople 
again, Egypt, Brussels again and, ‘astly, 
Berlin. During these thirty-eight years of 
echtinuous gervice he has held almost every 
sort of appointment and done almost every 
sort of work that a diplomat can; and, not 
being a born fool but very much the opposite, 
he has turned his opportunities and experi- 
ence to good account. All that he does not 
know about foreign affairs, or about the mo- 
tives and methods of public men and mankind 
in general, is not worth learning. lt used to 
be said, when Karl Kussell was minister for 
foreign affairs, that to get into the diplomatic 
service you must be named either Russell or 
Elliott. Karl Russell’s wife was an LEliliott, 
daughter of the earl of Minto, and it is stil] 
a good thing to have either of these names. 
Sir Edward Malet came as near to it as he 


daughter of the duke of Bedford and cousin 
of Karl Russell, so that his establishment is 
a thoroughly typical British diplomatic one. 
A still more striking case is that of Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton. He is the son of Sir Kdward 
Thornton, envoy extraordinary and wminister 
pontgotentiory to Portugal.

He got his appointment through the in- 
fluence of his mother, Lady Georgina Wal- 
pole, daughter of the earl of Oxford, the Wal- 
poles being a notable diplomatic family. And 
so it goes on, all round. In the first instance 
the appointments are made by sheer favorit- 
ism; but after that the young men are sifted 
and sorted according to the stuff that is in 
them, and in the yw grades promotion 

oes by merit alone. rule is that no one 

s admitted into the diplomatic service except 
gentlemen by birth and education. They need 
not have noble blood, but it is considered all 
the better if they have. ey have not time 
to get_much book learning, but they generally 
go to Eton or Harrow and then for a year or 
two to Oxford or Cambridge. Even Sir Drum- 
mond Wolff, the ten-year-old diplomatist, went 
to Rugby for a little while. The ignorance 
of these suckling ambassadors is a standing 
joke, but somehow it does not seem to make 
any difference in the long run. Those of them 
whose friends have influence enough, go iuto 
the foreign office and get some special train- 
ing before going abroad; but most of them

STATE AND NATIONAL BANKS 


Discussed Before the Boston Bankers by 
Congressmen Harter and Herbert. 


Last Tuesday at its monthly meeting the 
Boston Bank Presidents’ Association was 
addressed by Hon. H. A. Herbert, ef Ala- 
bama, and Hon. Michael D. Harr, of 
Ohio, upon the need for a change in the 
currency system of the country. Both are 
members of congress and both voted against 
the free coinage of silver, but both see the 
need of a currency system better suited to 
the needs of the interior. 

Mr. Herbert spoke first, and his summing 
up of the financial status of the southern 
states is one of the clearest and strongest 
ever made. He said: 

“Our government in 1860, when our popu- 
lation was 30,000,000, expended altogether 
$82,000,000. With a little more than twice 
that population, we now spend more than 
$450,000,000. Nearly or quite one-third of 
this comes from the south. Certainly you 
will agree with me that more than one- 
quarter of it does. How much of it goes 
back there? 

“We get a share of the salaries from of- 
fices; we get a fair share of postoffice ac- 
commodations; we get a fair share of the 
river and harbor appropriations when a Dill 
passes, which is, say, once in two years— 
say, about eight millions out of twenty-one 
millions. There we stop. Practically all 
the expenditures for the army—more than 
twenty-two millions—go north. All expendi- 
tures for the navy, building and maintain- 
ing it—more than Med BA millions— e.«- 
cepting a few hundred dollars for coal, go 
north. 

“Of these sums, as of all others expended 
by the government, the south pays its share 
—nearly one-third. Of our bonded debt, 
none of it was held south when the war 
closed; very little is now. Of the vust ex- 
penditures for pensions, an infinitesimal por- 
tion goes south. Since 1 we have paid 
of the principal of the public debt over 
one billion eight hundred and seventy-five 
a = mb or ~ Py yay 
nterest on the public debt ; ,000, 
amountin cmmlatr to $3 108-600 600 since 
July, 1861; and in that same period we have 
aid more than fourteen hundred millions 
in pensions, amounting all together to 
$5,675,000,000. For the purpose, therefore, 
of paying the public debt an nsions it is 
safe to say, counting only one-fourth of that 
sum, that there has been taken from the 
south by the hands of the tax gatherer, 
and distributed in the north by 
the hands ‘of the government with- 
in the last twenty-eight years more than 
fourteen hundred millions of dollars. 

“And conditions do not improve. There 
is no hope that they -will. As interest on 
debt goes down, pensions go up. The esti- 
mate for the present year is over one hun- 
dred and forty-seven millions. Soon it will 
reach $200,000,000- 

“T have said nothing about the millions of 
dollars profit paid by the south to the life 
and fire insurance com es in the north; 
nothing of the vast sums going in the same 
direction for food and clothing; nothing of 
the interest on borrowed money; but I 
ou see, gentlemen, where our cotton 
crops have gone. 

“Add one other fact—that the price of this 

t staple—coton—has gone from, say, 
fo or 13 cents twenty years ago, to 6 cents 
—and then the other distressing cireum- 
stance—that, being all the time indebted, 
the southern farmer has all the time been 
compelled to pay high rates of interest for 
money with which to make his crop—aud 
you have before you the reasons why he 
is poor today. You understand why thrift 
has not followed. industry.” 

Mr. Harter followed.with a strong speech 
in favor of state banks. He told the Boston 
hard-money men that any person or corporo- 
tion has a natural right to circulate its 
notes and the government has no right to 
tax them except for revenue. The 10 per 
cent tax is not for revenue and any lawyer 
could break it up in the United States court.

You have 
gone back on me for some one else,”’ and “I'll 
treat you right,”’ and other expressions such 
as no woman should write to any man. 

It was on account of her keeping late hours 
with other men that we separated, but I do 
not wish to say any more. Indeed I regret 
that she has driven me to defend myself in 
public.
